New Lemon Packers Given 


BY ESTHER BOULTON BLACK | 

“Jumbo” Woodruff, packing in- | 
spector at the Upland Lemon 
Growers association, is eee 
in” some new lemon packers this 
week. | 

When asked why his students 
were young people, he replied: 

“It takes youth to develop 
speed in the fruit packing busi- 
ness. Older people can learn to 
pack, but their muscular coor- 
dination does not permit them to 
acquire the speed.” 

“How long does it take to be- 
come a proficient packer?” was a 
question put to the inspector. Mr. 
Woodruff has been packing fruit 
about 20 years. 

“At the end of three months, 
most packers are quite expert.” 
HOW FAST? 

“How many boxes does an ex- 
pert packer pack in a day?” 
This question was apropos be- 


as one of the fastest packers in 
the district. 

“Best packers put out about 40 
boxes a day.” 

In recent years higher stand- 
ards_in packing have been de- 
manded. While the rate per box 


for packing today is higher, pack- 
ing requires. greater skill and 


| more time, the inspector explain- 


ed, 

Asked if packing oranges qual- 
ified a person to pack lemons, Mr. 
Woodruff explained the difference 
between wrapping and packing 
the two fruits. Because of auto- 
matic sizing machinery the or- 
ange packer does not need to 
bother to size the fruit as he 
picks it up to wrap it. With lem- 
ons, eye as well as hand skill is 
required. While lemons are grad- 
ed for quality before they reach 
the packer, they cannot be auto- 
matically sized, so the packer 
must be an expert in picking his 
allotted size lemons from the belt. 

ADVANCEMENT COMING 

Girls now learning to pack at 
the local house were previously 
employed on the washer or grad- 
er, Each summer when the lem- 
on packing season reaches its 
height, new packing “recruits” 
are trained. 

“Are there any migrant work- 
ers employed as packers?” 

“No, practically all of our peo- 
ple are year-round residents,” Mr. 
Woodruff commented.

“And, believe “it or not,” 
said the speaker, “although we 
had seen no sign of rain during 
the month we had spent in the 
Indian country, it was only a few 
hours after the snake dance that 
we were drenched to the skin.” 

Pictures showed the desert hab- 
itations of the Indians. Archaeo- 
logical discoveries were depicted. 
Arcient and present-day “kivas’’ 
or anderground ceremonial rooms, 
were pictured.
